Join and present at your local club meeting or at the INA show or write an 
article.

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Collecting Rare Coins: A Great Hobby With Wonderful Options 
Bruce Amspacher 


Collecting rare coins has been a passion shared by kings, sports 
personalities, famous actors and writers, and millions of people from 
all walks of life since the time of King Midas over 2,700 years ago. 
The coins from the earliest days were minted in Lydia, an area 
between the Mediterranean and Black seas. Many coins still survive 
from those ancient times, as do coins from the Romans and Greeks of 
2,000 years ago. 


Collecting rare coins is quite popular among the numismatic 
community, especially coins from the United States. In fact, issues 
from the U.S. hold almost every world-record price for a collectible 
coin. 


This series explores many different series of United States coins from 
the very first issues, discussing the various collecting options that are 
available. In the first installment of this four-part series, we take a 
look at colonial coins and cent pieces. 


Colonial Coins - The first coins struck in what is 
. now the United States were minted in 1652 in the 
= Massachusetts Bay Colony. These coins are usually 
referred to as "Pine Tree" issues, but in fact 
encompass the NE Shilling plus the Willow Tree, 
Oak Tree and Pine Tree coins. These silver coins are 
dated 1652 (with one exception) even though they were struck until 
1682. 





Other Colonial issues include coins that were struck in other countries 
but circulated in early America, and private or state issues that were 
struck outside the U.S. Mint. 


Collecting options: Collectors of Colonial coins may opt to 
accumulate coins by type (one Colonial of each type, without 
attention to varieties and/or rare dates), state (collecting the Colonial 
issues of New York, Connecticut, New Jersey, etc.), or variety

A variety collection can be extremely challenging, time-consuming 
and expensive, but equally rewarding and educational. 


Half Cents - Issued from 1793 through 1857, this 
series of copper coins contains many rare and 
expensive dates. Some of the dates were struck only 
in proof, meaning that no pieces were minted for 
circulation. Mint state and proof pieces are valued 
not only for their condition, but for their color, with 
original mint red being highly desirable. 

Collecting options: Collectors of half cents often collect by date, type 
or specialization (i.e., collecting the proof issues exclusively or 
collecting die varieties). 





Large Cents - As is true with half cents, Large cents 
were issued from 1793 through 1857. This series has 
a huge following, with enthusiastic collectors willing 
to pay six-figure prices-and beyond- for the rare 
varieties they need to complete their collections. 
Extremely desirable coins from this series include 
the 1793 Chain cent, 1793 Wreath cent, 1793 Liberty Cap cent and 
many other issues. 

Collecting options: Collectors of large cents build collections based 
on date, type, or variety; but regardless of the method of collection, 
you are sure to find many other collectors who share your interest.

Flying Eagle and Indian Cents - 
The era of the "small cent" began in 
1856 with the first Flying Eagle 
cent, and continues today. Collectors 
usually consider these two series as 
one. The Flying Eagle cent was only 
issued for three years, while the Indian cent was minted from 1859 
through 1909. 





Collecting options: Collectors typically assemble these by type and 
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date, with some collectors opting for proofs and others for 
business-strike examples. A type collection usually includes a 
Flying Eagle cent, an 1859 Indian cent (no shield on the reverse), a 
copper-nickel cent (1860-64), and a so-called "bronze" cent 
(1864-1909). 


Lincoln Cents - It's as American as baseball and hot 
dogs to collect 

Lincoln cents, and the popularity of this series is 
incredible. The 1909-S V.D.B. cent is possibly the 
most famous of all U.S. coins, and collectors of all 
ages seem to be on the lookout for one. 





Collecting options: Collectors usually assemble this series by date 
and mintmark, even though there are several significant type coins as 
well. The mint errors of this series are popular too, including the 
1955/55 Doubled Die and 1922 "Plain" cents. 


Ce Two Cent Pieces - Here's a trivia question: What is 
are the first U.S. coin to have the motto INGOD WE 
alll ‘ TRUST? The answer: the two-cent piece. This series 
Bui lasted only ten years (1864-73) and is quite 
2005 collectible though completing a collection can be 
somewhat of a challenge. 
Collecting options: Because there 1s only one type, this series 1s 
collected by date, with the 1873 being a proof-only issue.

Three Cent Silvers - This tiny coin actually weighs 
, less than one gram. The series runs from 1851-1873, 
‘} comprising three different types and two different

Collecting options: Type collecting is popular with the three cent 
silver, as is date collecting by business strikes and proofs. Proofs of 
the Type One (1851-53) are prohibitively rare, so most proof 
collections begin with the 1854 Type Two issue. 
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Fabled SS Central America Treasure Reveals Extremely Rare, 
Gem 1856-S Dime 


(Brea, California) June 14, 2019 — The S.S. Central America, the 
famous “Ship of Gold” that sank in 1857 carrying tons of California 
Gold Rush-era treasure, continues to reveal astonishing numismatic 
surprises. The latest find 1s an extremely rare mint condition 1856 San 
Francisco Mint Liberty Seated silver dime that is now tied for finest 
known and described as a “miracle” coin by one of its discoverers. 


Recovered in 2014 with thousands of other dimes in the ship purser’s 
iron lock box but only recently examined and cataloged, the coin now 
has been graded PCGS MS65 CAC. It is one of only two known at 
that grade and with none higher. 


“The 1856-S dime has an incredibly rare mintage of only 70,000; a 
mere $7,000 in face value. In fact, the Professional Coin Grading 
Service Population Report indicates only 11 uncirculated 1856-S 
dimes that weren’t put into circulation or melted! This example stayed 
pristine with full luster after a century and a half in the ocean 
environment,” said Dwight Manley, Managing Partner of the 
California Gold Marketing Group (CGMG). 


“It is among the créme de la créme, the best-of-the-best of coinage 
from this amazing sunken treasure,” stated Manley. 


CGMG acquired all the coins retrieved in 2014 from the fabled S.S. 
Central America as well as most of the coins found in 1980s recovery 
expeditions. The group took possession in January 2018 of the sunken 
treasure recovered in 2014, and a meticulous coin-by-coin, 
ingot-by-ingot examination has continued since then. 


“We will publicly display this top rarity for the first time at the 
American Numismatic Association’s 2019 Chicago World’s Fair of 
Money®, August 13-17, at booth 1615,” announced Manley. 

PCGS officials say it was a thrilling moment when the coin arrived 
there for grading. 

“The recovered treasure from the S.S. Central America continues to 
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put the PCGS grading team in awe. Seeing a silver coin that spent 
well over 100 years at the bottom of the ocean emerge in such 
incredible condition is a numismatic dream,” stated Brett Chaville, 
President of PCGS which has certified all the recovered S.S. Central 
America coins submitted by CGMG over the years. 


John Albanese, President and Co-Founder of Certified Acceptance 
Corporation (CAC), described the 1856-S dime as, "A beautiful 
frosty gem! Hard to believe it was on the bottom of the Atlantic 
Ocean for 157 years!" 


Perser's Bag 

During the 2014 recovery expedition, two canvas bags were found in 
the bottom of the lock box, and one bag contained more than 8,000 
dimes. 


“It quickly became obvious that this was the ‘cash box’ of the ship, 
a truly marvelous historical find,” said Bob Evans, the chief scientist 
on the 1980's mission that first located and recovered a portion of the 
fabulous sunken treasure and who served in that same role and as a 
numismatist with the 2014 recovery. 


“IT saw the 1856-S after I already had examined around 4,000 other 
dimes from the purser’s bag. That big bag sat in the dark, cold, 
swampy, anaerobic (lack of oxygen) interior of an iron safe for 157 
years. But when I first saw it, I could see this dime was mint state,” 
explained Evans. 


“I saw the obverse first and assumed it was an 1856 New Orleans 
Mint or a Philadelphia Small-Date in high-grade, not uncommon 
among these dimes. | flipped it over expecting to see either no mint 
mark or an O. [remember my audible, “Well, at long last!’ somewhat 
stunned response to the S mint mark dime as I held it in my gloved 
fingers. It is truly a wonderful, miracle coin, and the fact that it is the 
only 1856-S dime from the S.S. Central America treasure makes it all 
that much more special,” stated Evans. 

The S.S. Central America was a 280-foot long, three-masted 
side-wheel steamship carrying tons of California gold that had been 
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shipped from San Francisco to Panama when she sank in a hurricane on 
September 12, 1857 during the final leg of a voyage from Aspinwall (now 
Colon), Panama to New York City. There were 578 passengers and crew 
on board, but only 153 survived. 

The loss of the ship’s gold cargo was a major factor in the economically 
devastating financial panic of 1857 in the United States. 

In a court-approved transaction in November 2017, the California Gold 
Marketing Group acquired all the treasure recovered in 2014 from Ira 
Owen Kane, Receiver for Recovery Limited Partnership and Columbus 
Exploration, LLC. In 1999, CGMG acquired all of the available S.S. 
Central America treasure that was recovered in the 1980s. 


Retrieved in latest sunken treasure recovery, top rarity is now 
graded PCGS MS65 CAC, tied for finest known.

Half Dimes -- The half dime was issued from 1792 
(when it was spelled HALF DISME) through 1873. The first half dismes 
were actually struck outside of the Unite States Mint (it wasn't open yet) in 
the cellar of a private residence. There is strong evidence that both George 
Washington and Thomas Jefferson were in attendance for the minting of 
these coins. 





This series includes a unique coin, the 1870-S half dime, which wasn't 
known to exist until recent years. There are many different type coins in 
this series, and almost all collections are formed in this manner. There have 
also been several famous complete collections assembled over the years. 
While a few proofs are known from the early years, most proof collections 
begin with the coins of the mid-1850's. 





Dimes (1796-1891) -- This denomination has been in existence for over 
200 years now, and the first century (or so) featured many important design 
changes. From the Draped Bust, Small Eagle (1796-97) to the Draped Bust, 
Large Eagle (1798-1807) to the Capped Bust type and on through the 
Liberty Seated design that ended in 1891, the dime has a rich history. 


Because of the expense of the early pieces and the rare dates, the dimes of 
1796-1891 are usually collected by type. Proof collections are also fun to 
assemble, although the pre-1855 coins are usually extremely expensive due 
to their rarity. 
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Barber Dimes -- Beginning in 1892 and running through 1916, this 
series features a great rarity in the 1894-S dime, of which only 24 pieces 
were minted. 


Both date sets from business strikes and proofs are assembled, with 
cameo contrast gem proofs being especially popular. 





Mercury Dimes -- That's actually "Winged Liberty" on the obverse of 
this coin, but it's been called the "Mercury dime" for so long that that's 
now its accepted moniker. The beautiful design inspires many new 
collectors each year, and the 1916-D key date is almost as popular as the 
1909-S V.D.B. cent. 


Date collections run from 1916 through 1945, while the proofs are 
limited to the years 1936 through 1942. 


Collections that are assembled in mint state frequently make the reverse 
bands separation an important aspect. You will usually see the finest 
struck specimens noted as FB, which means Full Bands on the reverse. 





Roosevelt Dimes -- Following the death of FDR, the Roosevelt dime 
was issued to honor him the following year. Now over 50 years old 
(1946-date), this series is collected for its silver issues (1946-64) or up 
to the present time. Proofs were issued for the first time in 1950. 
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Twenty Cent Pieces -- This is the 19th century version of the Susan B. 
Anthony dollar! The denomination was issued for only four years 
(1875-78) with the last two years being proof-only. The design and size are 
quite similar to the quarter dollar of the same era. 





There are only four proof coins in the set, making it a short but enticing 
collection. The business strike coins include the ultra-rare 1876-CC, so 


many date collectors ignore that particular issue due to economics.

PCGS Coin Facts 





Ron Guth: In 1883, the Liberty Nickel was introduced. The earliest 
versions were produced without the words “Five Cents” on the reverse. 
Enterprising individuals took advantage of this omission by gold-plating 
the coins, adding reeding to the edges, and passing the coins off as a new 
$5 Half Eagle. The Mint quickly remedied the situation by adding “FIVE 
CENTS” to the reverse of the coin later in 1883. Key dates in the “Liberty 
Nickel” series include the 1885, 1886, and 1912-S. A mere five 1913 
Liberty Nickels are known, but these are believed to have been produced 
clandestinely at the Mint.
